WAR IN OKLAHOMA: 


A Bloody Battle Between 


Boomers and Deputy 
Marshals Near Purcell. 


Seven of the Trespassers Se- 
riously Wounded and 
Thirty Made Prisoners. 


A Body of Boomers Make an Illicit En- 
trance Into the Territory and Squat on 
Claims Staked by Others—The United 
States Deputy Marshals 
Raiders—Fierce Conflict Between the 
Two Forces—-The Latter, Concealed in a 
Ravine, Forced to Surrender After a 
Sharp Fire—The Wounded and Captured 
Boomers—Preparing for Monday.

PURCELL, I. T., April 20.—In the conflict be- 
tween Deputy Marshals and boomers yester- 


day thirty boomers were taken prisoners, 


seven being wounded. One Deputy Marshal 
was slightly hurt, For several days men on 
horseback and in wagons have been seen 
fording the South Canadian, north of Purcell, 
and disappearing inthe timber to the. east - 
ward. Men who came in from hunting trips 
reported having seen large bodies of boomers 
moving in a northeasterly direction, and a 
hunter who arrived last night declared 
that he had found 11 man plow- 
ing in a secluded valley about twenty 
miles from Purcell. Yesterday morning at 
sunrise thirteen prairie echooners, well 
manned, crosbed the SantaFe tracks below: 
the city and forded theriver. The drivers 
urged their animals with whip and clubs and 
the train was across and out of sight before 
many of the residents of Purcell were stirring. , 
Acitizen saw them, however, and he ac- 
quainted others who have staked out claims 
and hope to occupy them soon after noon on 
Monday next. The story soon gained general 
circulation and before noon a meeting was 
held. The feeling against the trespassers ran 
high and inside of thirty minutes a haif 
dozen flery speeches had been made. It was 
finally decided that the Chief Deputy Marshal 
be called upon to try to 
EXPEL THE RAIDERS. 

In the afternoon the Chief Deputy, accom- 
panied by thirteen assistants, rode down to 
the riyer and took the same ford, There was 
a fresh trail leading to the northeast, and the 
at a gallop. About four 
noticed a thin cloud 
of smoke risipg above the cottonwoods to the 
right. A halt was called, and threeof the 
party reconnoitered. They discovered four 
wagons about three hundred feet from the 
trail and five men seated arounda fire eating 
These were unceremoniously 
ordered to hitch up. The enterprising boom- 
ers were thoroughly scared, andin less than 
fifteen minutes were on the back trail in charge 
of one of the deputies who was ordered to 
escort them across the river and then picket 
the fording places until his comrades returned. 
The latter deployed as skirmishers and ad- 
vanced slowly several miles. Suddenly a shot 
was heard on the left, and a bullet clippeda 
leaf above the head of one of the party. A 
minute later a volley — out in front, and 
the pony ridden by one of the deputies sank 
to the ground witb a bullet in the head. The 
chief of the deputies called out for his men to 
charge. Each had unslung his Winchester, 
and all surged forward. They fired into the 
| thicket and 

SHOUTED LIKE MADMEN. 

There was no response for seyerel minutes, 
and the men began to think they had dis- 
persed the assailants. They soon discovered 
their mistake. A man popped from behind a 
log and fired atthem, and this was the signal 
for another tusillade among his friends. He 
retreated down a ravine just in time to escape 
the fire of the deputies, who continued to ad- 
vance and pump their repeaters. Half way 
down the ravine the deputies discovered a 
rough barricade of logs and brush across the 
entrance, and simultaneously a voice ex- 
claimed: 

Nov, give it to them, boys!“ 

A sheet of flame poured from the face of the 
barrier, and another shower of bullets sped 
toward the officers. They had been sufficiently 
warned, however, and,butoneof their num- 
ber was hit and his wound was not serious. 
The Chief Deputy ordered a retreat and gath- 
ered his men about him foracouncilof war. 
It was evident that the barricade was quite 
heavily manned and that a direct assault 
would prove disastrous; therefore, it was 
decided to divide the purty and attack the 
flanks of the enemy. This movement brought 
the deputies directiy above the barri- 
cade. At a given signal they began shooting 
from the top of the ravine right intothe midst 
ofthe boomers, who were utterly unable to 
defend themselves from such an attack. Ten 
minutes of rapid firing ensued and then a cry 
for quarter went up from the barricade. 

WE SURRENDER!’’ 
shouted a man whenthe firing ceased. The 
blood pouring from a wound in his forehead 
attested that he knew hehad had enough. A 
hasty advance to the fort, and the officers 
were in charge of thirty prisoners, seven of 
whom were seriously wounded. Two of these 
Thomas Mullins and David Winship, will 
probably die. Mullins has a bullet in is left 
lung and Winship one in his abdomen.

It has been estimated 
that there will be 100,000 words of special dis- 
atches from Oklahoma on the day of open- 
ng. 


A Stage Held Up.

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Admiral Kimberly’s 01 
cial Report to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 


Full Details of the Wreck- 
ing of the Men-of- 
War. 


A Thrilling Narrative—The ‘Efforts of the 
United States Naval Officers and Sailors 
to Save Their Ships—Preparing for the 
Terrible Hurricane—The III-Fated Van- 
dalia, Trenton, Adler and Eber—Bravery 
of the Samoans — The Rescue of the 
Officers and Crews. 


WASHINGTON, P. C.. April 20.—The morn- 
ing’s mall delivered atthe Navy Department 
to-day brought two letters from Admiral 
Kimberly referring to the wrecking of the 
American fleet at Apia. It is understood that 
they were accompanied by a long detailed 
report, but this has not yet reached the de- 
partaent... 

The first letter is dated Apia, March 10, and 
reads: 

** Secretary of the Navy 

‘*‘Srr—I have to seramend to the Govern- 
ment of the United States the very great as- 
sistance we have received in saving the pub- 
lic property from our wrecked vessels at this 
place from Mataafa, who, without any request 
on my part, called on me personally and sent 
some hundreds of his men to assist our people 
in saving stores and materiais from the 
wrecked vessels. Alsowhen the Nipsic and 
Vandalia went on shore the nativesrisked their 
lives to save those of our men who endeavored 
to reach shore by swimming andtwo ofthem 
lost thelr lives in these attempts. If some 
recognition of these services could be made, I 
think it would be appreciated very much by 
the Samoans, particularly as they have so 
generally given their services and in two in- 
stanves their lives to befriend us.’’ 

THE SECOND LETTER 

Under date of Apia, March 21, Admiral Kim- 
berly writes: 

‘The Nipsic was got off last night and fg 
now afloat without rudder or rudder-post,and 
her crew is engaged in trying to get up her 
chains. The Trenton is sunk, the water com- 
ing over the port side of lier gun-deck at high 
water. I think her back is broken. She 
might possibly be freed from water if we 
had the proper appliances, powerful steam 
pumps, ete. She has no rudder or rudder- 
1 or propeller, aud lies with her deck slight- 

inclined to seaward. She lies alongside of 
the wreck of the Vandalia which Is shoreward 
of ber. The latter vessel is a total wreck and 
broken in two, atthe high tide the water rises 
over top-gallant forecastie. Only her fore- 
mast is standing. Weare „ „* in sécuring 
moorings forthe Nipsic and in wrecking the 
Trenton aud Vandalia. A good deal of what 
we save might be sold at public auction to save 
expense of storing and transportation, Our 
sick and injured are doing well. It would 
— be well to send a wreeking ve 

ere later in the season to save the Trenton e 
heavy guns, ammunition, etc. I have re- 
ceived trom Capt. Henry C. Kane, British 
Navy, a diving suit and apparatus and will use 
it for all itis worth, but we oughtto have an- 
other in case of an accidenttothis. I hope 
that the department will not forget * 
Kane’s kindness to us in our distress. * 
commands the B. M. 8. Calliope, which vessel 
bad but one boat. I gave to her one of 
our ten-oared cutters, but he did not con- 
sider it safe to lie there at this season of 
the year. She has sailed this morning for 
Sidney, where ashe will be repaired. She was 
considerably damaged by the Olga colliding 
with her. Almost every vessel was at one 
time or another in collision with some other 
vessel, anda great deal of the a thas 
occurred was owing to this cause fil oan 
save the Nipsic, which can be done if the 
weather permits, I will send her under con- 
vey to Auckland to be docked and re aired. 
Another ship should be sent here for the pur- 
pose of conveying her, as the riskof an im- 
provised rudder is too great to send her ther 
alone.

Thus 
wecame onto where the Vandalia was lying 
and it was evident that our stem would soon 
strike against her port side. As we ap- 
roached her, rockets were fired, carrying 
ines with the hope of rescuing the people on 
her masts. This proved very successful, and 
the men from the main and mizzen were res- 
cued first. Soon after we struck the Vandalia 
with violence, and her mein and mizzen 
masts went bythe boara. We then swung 
graduaily and settied into a position alongside 
of her, just touching the bottom and 
our stern grazing a small wreck and the reef. 
The men were rescuedfrom the foremast of 
the Vandalia and thence on during the night 
we continued to be at the bottom and 
ainst the Vandalia with great force. The 
wind during this (Saturday) night blew with 
hurricane force, equall following squali, with 
hardly any appreciable interval. The seas, 
however, were not so high as they were fur 
ther out and we gotthrough the night with- 
out additional serious misfortune. 
GOOD WORK BY THE NATIVES. 

„„Just before daylight the flagship was vis- 
tted by two boats manned entirely by natives, 
who carried lines tothe shore. This was dan- 
gerous work, owing to the darkness, to the 
des and current, to the reefs and wreckage, 
and to the dillticulty of approaching the Trenton 
on account of the Vandalia’s wreck. Two men 
were kept at the pumps and buckets without 
cessation, withaviewto hauling off the ship 
if possible and keeping her afloat when the 
gaie abated. Inthe morning the wind mod- 
erated, It was then ascertained that the pro- 
Heller was missing. The ship had settled hard 
on the bottom, and the water could not 
be reduced. It was up to the 
engine-room platform and rising. Under 
these circumstances and in the absence of any 
docking facilities or marine raliway ap- 
pliances and powerful pumps, the abandon- 
ment ot the ship became necessary. Stores 
were gotten up as rapidly as possible and the 
people got their effects ashore. 

AN INVESTIGATION, 

‘*Immediately thereafter the crew were set 
to work getting out and saving from her every- 
thing possible. On Monday the water was 
up to her gun deck and she had settled a 
little on her port side, On Tuesday she had 
settied more to port and wae still lower in the 
water. The Vandalia is completely sub- 
merged, and only her foremast and 
head-booms showing above the water. 
The Nipsic is lying in about seven 
fect of water fat low tide (rise 
and tall tour feet). She would probably have 
to be hauled astern some five hundred feet to 
float her at high tide. She has lost her smoke 

Also her rudder and her 
is badly damaged. Her 
remained on board and she 
keeps her bilges free of water by the steam 
pumps. I have ordered a board to investigate 
ut once the possibility of saving the Nip- 
sic and to further investigate and 
report upon all circumstances con- 
nected with the loss and damage 
of the veesels by the gale. The report of this 
board will be forwarded by the first oppor- 
tunity after its receipt by me. The crews of 
Vandalia and Trenton are 
barrack on shore. The Cafliope 
steamed into the arbor this 
morning, showing signs of having experi- 
enced heavy weather. She goes to Sydney as 
son as possible for repairs, and through the 
aindness of Capt. Kane, her diving 
outfit bas been turned over to us, 
and it will be of the greatest 
assistance in saving stores. I commend bis 
services to the Department and trust they will 
be rcagrded as worthy of recognition. 
MATAAFA’S VALUABLE ASSISTANCE.

THE CALLIOPE’S ESCAPE. - 
“AtQo'’clock that morning Her Majesty's 
Ship Calliope was seen driving onto the reef, 
and it was evident to all that she, too, was 
doomed. She was within a stone’s throw of 
the reef and bad but one anchor left. Her 


t was the last desperate resort land 
wasonly su 1 through the skill of her 
commander and the fact that she was a new, 
modern and powerful ship. Her engines were 
utatas that in smooth water would have 
riven her fourteen knots an hour. As it was 
she was driven net those terrible seas for 
over an hour before she got outside of the 
first reef, which she — escaped, and dur - 
ing that hour she was only forced ahead one 
knot. A little mishap would have caused her 
destruction. She was two days at sea, and 
experienced a most terrible time. She was 
washed again and again, lost all her boats, 
part of her spars and upper works. As the 
speed of no other vessel in the harbor ex- 
ceeded ten knots, it would have been suicidal 
to have may cn to drive them out, 
as was the Calliope. This explains away 
the slurs cast on the bravery and skill of our 
commanding officers. The Calliope, in order 
to keep tothe channel in going out, steered 
direct for the name on the stern of my ship, 
the Trenton, sheering off only at the last mo- 
ment to clear her. It was a moment of terri- 
ble suspense as we saw the huge ram of the 
Britisher towering over our decks and making 
direct for us. It looked as if she was going 
to out us in two, and had she done so every 
one of us would have been drowned for a cer- 
tainty. As she swung off, almost within 
touching distance, an involuntary cheer was 
given her by our reprieved men, followed a 
moment later by three cheers all together. 
Afterwerd the Captain of the Calliope said that 
those cheers saved his vessel, as they put new 
hearts into his men, who were almost ready to 
giveup. As she sheered off Admiral Kimberly 
signaled: ‘Ihaveno fires,’ as the reason he 
made no attempt to get out ofthe way. After 
the storm our Admiral lent boats to the Calli 
ope to coal with, and then gaveone to her. 
In return the British commander presented 
Admiral Kimberley with acomplete diving 
apparatus, and the officersof the Calliope 
presented to the officers of the Trenton thir- 
teen sheep, and welcome they were, as we 
were living on canned meats and cocoanuts.’’

NEw York, April 20,—Four fire engines and 
two fire boats were busy this morning throw- 
ing water on the ruins of the warehouses and 
elevators destroyed in last night’s great fire 
at Fifty-ninth street and North River. Two 
thousand barrels of oll are still burning in the 
Wilcox refinery. It would be useless to at- 
tempt to extinguish this fire until it exhausts 
itself, but a cordon of firemen have been 
formed to keep it from spreading. The Union 
Stock Yard abbattoir, which was ablaze early 


this morning, has been saved, only the exte- 
rior wall being damaged. The people injured 
are all doing as well as could be expected, add 
no further deaths are anticipated. A fireman 
tell overboard at the Fifty-ninth street pier 
this morning, but was rescued. 

The loss to the property of the New York 
Central Railroad Co. in yesterday’s fire is es- 
timated at $1,250,000, which is covered by in- 
surance in the London, Liverpool & Globe Co, 
Mr. Hoyt of that company stated this morn- 
ing that he did not think the company’s net 
loss was exceeding the above sum, provided 
there was no salvage. The company, he 
said, had only risks in New York Central 

roperty. Mr. Randall, Secretary of the Fire 

’atrol & Fire Underwriters, stated later that 
it would be impossible to say what the loss 
would betothe different companies until all 
had made their returns. He will probably, he 
said, give an estimate on Monday. The New 
York Central’s loss by the great fire is footed 
up by its officers as $1,400,000, but more than 
half of the bufned property was useless to the 
company and need not be replaced. Another 
half willion and over is covered by insurance, 
sothat the actual net loss of the company. 
chiefly on freight for which it is responsible, 
is about $300,000. Mr. Depew said to-day: 

The total loss of property consumed by tae 
Hre will not be far from $38,000,000. We figure 
that $1,400,000 of that sum falls upon the New 
York Central Railroad, but business has 
changed since those big elevators were built. 
It was intended then thatthe ocean steamers 
should go right up to tbem and load and un- 
load. They have not done so. The old practice 
of loading from boats has not been changed 
and we do not need two such elevators. One 
will be quite enough. Besides the foundation 
of the bui/dings in a hundred feet of mud and 
sand, which cost as much asthe structure, 18 
unimpaired. We find that we can rebuild our 
elevator on our piers—the one at Fifty-ninth 
street belongs to the city—also our store- 
houses, and find ourselves in as good condi- 
tion as were before the fire for 300, 000.

A SALUTE OF 300 GUNS 


FIRED BY THE NEW YORK “WORLD” IN THE 
PRINCIPAL CITIES OF THE UNION. 


Celebration bt the Fact That the World's“ 
Daily Circulation Has Been Over 300.000 
for the Past Three Months—The Local 
Salute Fired at Washington Square in the 
Presence of a Large Crowd. 


A salute of 300 guns was fired in Washington 
Square beginning at noon to-day to mark the 
event that during the last three months the 
daily circulation of the New York WORLD had 
been over 300,000. There was a shot 
for each thousand of the. circulation. 
By previous arrangement, the salute was fired 
in mostof the large cities of the Union, the 
booming beginning at each place precisely at 
noon. A special apparatus for firing the 
salute was perfected by the Won and 
sent out to every city in which 


salutes were to be fired, and with them 
competent men totake charge of the work. 
Mr. 2 W. Lissman was sent to St. Louls and 
he had as hie assistant Mr. Charles Oordell. 
Several other men were also employed to as- 
sist in the work and get the charges 
ready for use. The apparatus 
from which the firing was done was 
arevolver frame about six feet above the 
ground. It was constructed on the principle 
of a Flying Dutehman,’’ and had four arms, 
each about four inches wide and eight feet 
long. At the ends of them were wire catches 
to which the charges were fas- 
tened. These charges were of 
Forsythe powder, a species of dynamite. 
They were discharged by means of an electric 
battery. Wires ran along each of the arms 
and where they met over the central post on 
which they revolve pieces of brass were 
placed which touched the top of 
the post. On the north side 
of the post—the side farthest removed from 
the battery which was stationed onthe ground 
— south of the post—was another piece of 
rass. All the arms were connected by wire 
with the battery. but the current 
could only be completed on the north 
side where the brass on the arm came in con- 
tact with the brass attached to the top of the 
central post. Thus it wasthe charge on the 
north arm which always exploded. 
PERMISSION 
having first been obtained from Mayor Noo- 
nan and the Park Commissioner, to use Wash- 
ington Park for the purpose, the apparatus 
was placed in order there this morning. Sev- 
eralempty boxes had been placed against 
the central post and under the arms. 
The charges which were to be fired 
were done up in pound packages in 
heavy oilea paper and cylindrical in shape. 
These charges were first steeped in water to 
make the report louder, and when taken out 
were cut in two, so that the charges 
were really 1 half pound each 
in size. A wire was fastened 
to each charge and the other end of the wire 
attached tothe arm. These wires were about 
a yard long, so that the charge hung about 
midway between the ground and 
the arm. These charges were first placed 
in the apparatus, one arm being left without 
any. Tben Mr. Lissman commenced to re- 
volve the machine. As each arm 
reached the north side the cur- 
rent was completed by means of 
the piece of brass in the post and the powder 
discharged. It madea report louder thana 
18. pound cannon, but did not do the sligbtest 
damage to anything except in one in- 
stance, and that was when the firing 
commenced. An empty box which the man 
had neglected to move away was immediately 
under the place where the charges exploded 
and was smashed to smithereens by the 
powder. The grass beneath the 
arm was not harmed in the 
slightest, however, by all the firing. As a cap 
was discharged from the north arm a fresh 
one would be attached to the south arm 
before the next shot. In this way 
three charges were constantly kept onthe 
apparatus and the firing went right ahead 
with slight intermissions, when waits were 
rendered necessary Dy reason of the men pre- 
paring the charge being unable to supply the 
apparatus as fast as it would work. 

Nothing like the machine was ever seen here 
before, and it attracted the greatest attention, 
as it made all the noise of a cannon with none 
of the dirt and danger which accompany the 
use of the latter. The firing lasted until 
almost 3 o’clock. During the entire time the 
park was filled with 

SEVERAL HUNDRED SPECTATORS. 

They commenced to gather as soon as the first 
shot was discharged, and many ofthem never 
left until the last Toad had been exploded. 
People kept constantly going and coming 
and the celebration was witnessed 
by several thousand people, all told. It could 
be beard for a mile. Ropes had been stretched 
about the grass plot on the west side 
of the park where the firing was in 
progress, and Capt. Joyce had policemen 
there to see that no one got beyond the ropes. 
They did not have much difficulty in keeping 
the people back, however, as most of them 
were afraid to venture too near to the 
spot where the firing was being done. The 
saiute was a pronounced success in every re- 
spect and attracted attention throughout the 
city. 

A spectator addressing a section of the 
large crowd, said: ‘‘The proprietor of the 
WORLD has more enterprise and get 
up to him than all the other 
newspaper men in the country combined.“ 
This seemed to be the general sentiment. 
The WORLD was much talked about amongthe 
apectators. The announcementof the enor- 
mous circulation celebrated by the bombs was 
discussed by men, women and children. The 
day was bright and clear and the streets 
were full of people, which added 
to the success of the out-door celebration. 
Altogether it was one of the most novel and 
successful out-door demonstrations ever seen 
by the citizens of St. Louis.

POST-OFFICE FACTS. 


A Few Points About the Business Done at 
Eighth and Olive Streets. 


The receipts of letters is about a ton a day. 

Between 20,000 and 25,000 postal cards are re- 
ceived daily. 

Seve nty-five thousand 2-centstamps are sold 
every day. 

The total mail bandled ina year is more 
than 10,500,000 pounds. 

The yearly sale of stamps will bring in a lit- 
tle more than $1,000, 000. 

Over four million postal cards are sent to 
different places during a year. 

The newspapers that are sent from St. Louis 
during a year weigh 7,018,270 pounds. 


Including postal cards and stamped envel- 
apes as stamps, about 200,000 stamps are sold 

ally. 

The weight of the circulars and books that 
go out of St. Louis in a year is 2,626,536 
pounds. 

Nearly 600,000 pounds of letters, written in 
St. Louis, are sent out during twelve months, 
or more than a pound per inhabitant. 


There are five business houses in this city 
that every now and then ‘‘plaster’’ the United 
States with circulars and when they do they 
each send out between eight and ten tons of 
matter a month. 


One business firm deposited in the Post- 
office, between December 12 and January 9, 
more than six tons of matter, 148,736 pieces, 
and paid $2,015.97 postage. 

Two-thirds of the letters that are mailed are 
mailed between the hours of 5and 7 o’clock. 
Every man in the maliing division is on duty 
between those hours and seventeen extra men 
are put on. 

The money handled by the Post-office dur- 
ing a yearamounts to between $6,000,000 and 
$7,000,000. Most of it comes in remittances 
from post-oflices located inthe western part 
of the Mississippi Valley. 


The merchandise mail system, which was 
inaugurated a short while ago, the package 
delivery, as it is called, is growing in favor 
here. More than 70,000 pounds of this class of 
matter are carried in a year. 


Some American firms have learned that pa- 

er and wrappers are cheaper in England than 
nthis country, and whenthey propose to 
send outa large numbers of circulars they 
send the manuscript and addresses to England, 
where the circulars are printed, wrapped, ad- 
dressei and mailed to this country. The 
postage isthesame andthe cost of printing 
aboutthe same, but the paper is cheaper. 
One important point about this method of 
doing business is that England gets tbhe post- 
age and the United States Government trans- 
ports and delivers all this matter for nothing. 


The Post-office Inspection Department has 
borne more removals since the new adminis- 
tration took hold, thanany other branch of 
the service, that is in St. Louls. Outside of 
this department Col. Churchill is the only 
Republican who has been given a placc at the 
expense of a Democrat, but five of the Post- 
office Inspectors have been removed and the 
force, which ordinarily consists of twelve men, 
is reduced to seven. Those who have gone so 
far are E. L. Sykes of Mississippi, George W. 
Deatherage of Missouri, F. M. Goar of Missis- 
sippi, M. A. Fisher of Mississippi and 
E. F. Finley of Kentucky, all of whom 
were on duty in this district. The oth- 
ers will probably go as soon as Republicans 
who may be appointed to fill the places of the 
= who are gone qualify and take their posi- 
tions.

like a State paper, was very carefully worded. 
While he did not state that the President had 
intimated that be would remove the two 
officials to-day he so worded his message 
that the officials to whom it was shown right 
readily make that infer The message 
was in the nature of a? che Democrats, 
giving them an oppoi.dnity to resign which 
would otherwise not be given to them. 
Friends of Collector Barnum submitted the 
facts to the local Repubiicans who have not 
been working with the Congressional com- 
bine. They do not hesitate to say that if the 
telegram is intended to convev the impression 
that the intimation comes from the President, it 
is intended to deceive. They are confident 
that the presidential intimations about remov- 
als and resignations will come through the 
departments and not through Congressmen- 
elect or persons hunting holes for political 
pegs. The instance of the President’s action 
in the case of the Tennessee District Attor- 
neyship is cited in proof of the President’s 
policy. The intimation in that instance 
came throughthe Attorney-General. To-day 
Congressman Niedringhaus arrived in Wasb- 


ington, and according to telegraphic informa- 
tion from the capita! he and his colleague are 
working hard to induce the President to ap- 
point a Collector of Revenue and an Appraiser 
for this port. These officials are only holding 
their places at the pleasure of the 
President. If he will consent to name 
their successors it will dispose of the Demo- 
cratic incumbents. The impression seems 
very general to-day that the congressional 
slate will be splintered. Gen. John B. Hen- 
dereon is authority for the . statement that the 
President did not intend to transfer to the 
congressional combine the executive powers 
in the matter of filling Federal places. Con- 
wressman Frank, who interviewed the President 
at Indianapolis, got this impression and re- 
turned to St. Louis with assurances to his 
colleagues that nothing further was necessary 
but to fixup the slate and submit it to the 
President for approval. The slate candidates 
were Louis Wittenberg for Appraiser and C. 
F. Wennecker for Collector. The consular 
slate has been disregarded and it seems prob- 
able now that the local slate will be smashed. 
FILLEY’S FATE 

is not yet decided. At Washington John W. 
Gates is representing Filley. When the case 
is made up Filley repudiates his represent- 
ative. At home Filley is posing and waiting 
for the propositions w.aich Gates may secure. 
The attitude of the influential Re- 
publicans is that if Filley wants a place he 
will have to ask for it on paper. 
Gates now announces his ability to get the 
Hong Kong consulship. Filley declined to 
drink his tea in Yokohama. If he should de- 
cide to drink it in Hong Kong it would show a 
fine geographical distinction regulating his 
relish for the beverage and indicate to some 
extent that he fears declining once too often. 
Mr. Gates has wired Mr. Kerens to 
get up indorsements for Filley. Mr. Kerens 
bas as yet not done 80. 

It is now threateningly reported that if Con- 
greseman Frank does not exert himself and 
get Filley something equally as good as the 
St. Louis Post-office or something better 
Filley will oppose Frank in 1890 
and will, if necessary, play the game 
he played on Ewing by running for Congress 
himself in the Ninth District. 

The report that Filley bas been decided on 
for Hong Kong, and that he has accepted, is

TUMOR OF THE SIOMACH, 


Death of Henry G. Pearson, Postmaster of 
New York City. 


By Telegravh tothe Post-DIspatcn. 

NEW YORK, April 20.—Postmaster Henry G. 
Pearson is dying at the home of his father-in- 
law, ex-Postmaster-General Thos. L. James, 
in Highwood, N. J. His wife, Mr. and Mrs. 
James, Mrs. Heiser, his aunt, and other rela- 
tives are in attendance. The patient is in 
charge of Dr. E. A. Curry of Englewood. His 
disease is tumor ofthe stomach. Early last 
evening he was greatly exhausted from re- 
peated hemmorrhages, and at 9 o’clock it was 
impossible to detect any movement of his 
pulse. He is constantly under the influ- 
ence of opiates, so that he suffers very 
little. At midnight he was still alive, but his 
breathing was almost imperceptible. The 
doctors say the tumor in his stomach was 
greatiy aggravated. by overwork and worry. 
The strain of the last presidential campaign 
did much to aid the progress of the disease, 


as the work of the office at that time was very 
heavy. During the whole campaign he 
worked an average of sixteen hours a day. 
His troubles with the letter carriers also 
preyed on his mind. As early as last Febru- 
ary, Dr. Abram Jacobi told Mr. James that 
Mr. Pearson had a fatal malady. That 
was the first Mr. James knew 
of it, as Mr. Pear son never 
spoke of his malady. On Wednesday night 

rs. James read to him an ari‘cle from a New 
York paper, which said he was dying of dis- 
appointment at not getting reappointed Post- 
master. She asked him ifthe publication of 
such statements annoyed him. Mr. Pearson 
smiled sadly and said: 

‘*l have spent my life fighting the spoll sys- 
tem and it grieves me that those for whom I 
have fought have misunderstood me.’’ 

Mr. Pearson’s illness took a fatal turn last 
Thursday at lo’clock inthe morning, when 
he had avery severe hemorrhage which left 
him greatly exhausted. This attack was 
followed by two others in rapid succession. 
Mr. Pearson’s bondsmen, in accordance with 
Section 448 ofthe postal code, appointed his 
father-in-law, Thomas L. James, to perform 
his duties and care for the post-office property 
until May 1, when Senator Van Cott, his suc- 
cessor, will take possession. 

Mr. Pearson was born in New York City 
about forty-seven years ago. While he was 
yet a W he was employed in the Custom 
house. hen he was appointed a clerk in the 
Post-office. He was in the Railway Mail 
Service in that branch running between this 
city and Washington. He was a good clerk, 
and was highly commended by the superin- 
tendent of the service, George S. Bangs. He 
wus transferred to the main branth of thé de- 

artment, where he remained until 1873, when 

r. James, who had been made Postmaster, 
made him his assistant. When Mr. James 
was made Postmaster General by President 
Garfield, he appointed Mr. Pearson Post- 
master. Mr. Pearson married a daughter of 
Mr. James about 1875. He has no children. 

Mr. Pearson died at 4:20 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Ex-Postmaster-Géneral Thos. L. James 
brought the news of Mr. Pearson's death to 
the Post-office early this morning, and then 
entered upon the duties of his son-in-law, 
pursuant to the action recently taken by Mr. 
Pearson’s bondsmen, delegating the powers 
of the officeto him.

A FUGITIVE’S LETTER. 


Confession and Charges Made by an 
Escaped Murderer.

By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

ROME, Ga., April 20.—Some months ago 
George Crouch murdered Mark White in Cher- 
okee County, Alabama. He escaped into the 
Indian Nation and a large reward was offered 
for his arrest. Detective Bohannan followed 
him and brought him back, putting him in the 
jail of Cherokee County. Crouch subse- 
guently escaped under very suspicious cir- 
cumstances. A letter has just been received 


from Crouch, dated Ledron, I. T., Cherokee 
Nation, April 13, in which he tells 4 lively 
story. He says: 

‘‘I killed White, it’s true, but having friends 
I have succeeded in evading all punishment. 
When I was discovered inthe Indian Nation, 
Bohannan arrested me. I told him ofthe re- 
ward tor me and we went halves in it. He 
brought me back to the county where I was 
wanted, only as a pretext to get the money. I 
lay in the jail for the excitement to blow over. 
Then my brothers-in-la@w paid the sheriff and 
jailer to let me out. They paid $100. The bot- 
tom door was left open for me on purpose 
for escaping. There was 
alarm given until it was 
I was clear out of the town. 
soon with the McGees, my relatives, who 
armed and concealed me; but this was use- 
less, as Ihad paid the $100 for my liberty, 
which the jailer dare not deny. I beat my way 
over the Lookout Mountain and took the 
train, being supplied with plenty of cash. I 
soon landed back in the Nation, but not in my 
old haunts. I care not who knows where I 
went, for ere this is known I will be 
in Mexico, where none dare venture after me. 
I write this to show that there are 
worse men than myself in office in 
Alabama. I am guilty of a bad crime, but 
there are officials in high places more guilty 
than I. At my first trial l was freed with very 
little effort. The officers were also bought. 
Hence, seeing the depravity of mankind, I go 
to where man is known to de faithiess—Mex- 
ico. Guards, police and detectives cannot 
move an outiaw from a band of Greasers. Pub- 
lish this in my defense. I’ve been shown up 
in good stvle in the papers, so I also wish to 
show up some who pretend to be somebody. 
I have no respect for a man who can be

FIGHTING FOR A BIG ESTATE. 


A Claim for $17,000,000 in Property 
Located Near East St. Louis. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 20.—There is an estate 
located in St. Clair County, III., just across 
therlver from St. Louis, known as the Hannah 
Hillman estate, and ths estimated value o 
the same, as Claimed by those who claim beir- 
ship to it, is $17,000,000. There are in the 
neighborhood of fifty persons who claim to be 
heirs to the big fortune, many of whom reside 
in Pittsburg, Allegheny City, McKees- 
port, Monongahela City and Ro- 
chester, Pa. The heirs in the 
Pittsburg section, who are in the 


majority, have with those in that vicinity 
formed an organization, established a finan- 
cial fund, besides retaining leading attorneys 
of Pittsburg to represent them and propose to 
take immediate steps to prove their claim 
with a view of gaining possession of the es- 
tate. The first meeting was held in Allegheny 
City Tuesday last, at which time preliminaries 


| were arranged and the programme laid out. 


The next meeting will be held Monday even- 
ing next, at which time definite arrangements 
will be made to proceed at once. The history 
of the estate in brief is as follows: 

Hannan Hillman, a maiden lady aged 49 
years, died intestate in the year 1822, leaving 
an estate valued at $3,000,000. It consisted of 
about one hundred acres of ground located in 
St. Ciair 9 III., opposite St. Louis. The 
property has been improved from year to 
year. The ground is now occupied by ralil- 
roads, machine shops, blocks of valuable 
property, etc. The heirs claim that the occu- 
pants of the estate have no deeds, but hold 
possession through tax title and desire quit- 
claim deeds. They say that the estate never 
reverted to the rightful heirs through the ac- 
tion of Mrs. Sallie Vandergrift, oneof the 
heirs, who died March 6. At the time of the 
death of Hannah Hillman, the estate passed 
into the hands of her father, James Hillman, 
who died three years afterward, when Mrs. 
Vandergrift, they say, received power of at- 
torney, and from that til her death she suc- 
cessfully defeated all efforts made by the 
other heirs to have the estate divided.

The Chicago Tribune in the ‘‘off years’’ 
preaches earnestly against the unwisdom 
and wickedness of tariff protection for 
the creation and maintenance of manu- 
facturing combines and monopolies, but 
it never fails to support the tariff monop- 
oly ticket in elections. It now reads a 
severe lecture to Senator CULLOM and the 
Republican ‘majority of the Senate’s 
Interstate Commerce Committee, and 
threatens them with the unanimous op- 
position of Illinois’ people, for going out 
of their way to help Wall street bull 
chromo stocks by planning some legisla- 
tion which will prevent Canada’s Grand 
Trunk line from competing with Ameri- 
can trunk lines. The Tribune truthfully 
says: 

Patriotism does not require thata Canadian 
corporation shall be forbidden to compete 
with New York and Pennsylvania roads and 
punished for making low rates to Western 
producers. , 

Nor does patriotism require that for- 
eign manufacturers shall be forbidden to 
compete with our Eastern manufacturing 
combines and to make cheaper goods for 
Western producers. The Tribune has 
said so a hundred times. Why does 
it not threaten Senator CULLOM with 
the unanimous opposition of the people of 
Illinois for holding the contrary, and for 
voting every timein favor of the com- 
bines and against the Western producers? 
To show that we are not protecting home 
industries in protecting American rail- 
roads against foreign competition, the 
Tribune says: 

The Grand Trunk may be owned by Brit- 
ishers, as is the case with the Illinois Central 
and other American roads (the stocks and 
bonds of halfthe roads in this country are 
largely held in England, Holland and Ger- 
many), but the Western people are interested, 
nevertheless, in having this Canadien road 
free to compete and make the best rates for 
American traffic it can. 

The protected manufactures of the East 


are notoriously run by foreign capital and 
imported foreign labor to as great an ex- 
tent as the railroads. If it is important to 
Western interests that all roads, Can- 
adian or domestic, shall be left free to 
compete and make as low rates as they 
please, it must be even more important to 
Western interests that freer competition 
in manufactures shall give us cheaper 
railroads and railroad trains, cheaper 
clothes and cheaper farm supplies, to en- 
able Western farmers to keep a footing in 
the grain markets of Europe against the 
competition of the Indian and Australian 
colonies. Buf Senator CULLOM and all 
whom the Tribune helps to elect vote the 
other way. 


SPEAKING for the President, Gen. HEn- 
PERSON States piarctly thet while the 
President is glad to have the advice oi 
Congressmen with regard to local ap- 
pointments he does not feel bound to ac- 
cept it and reserves absolutely the right 
of selection. In other words, the Con- 
gressmen are Presidential advisers and 
not absolute dispensers of official patron- 
age. The Post-Dispatcn told the Con- 
gressmen this long ago, but in view of 
the informal Presidential ukase on the 
subject we take the liberty of advising the 
St. Louis Congressmen to post their slate 
in a prominent spot in Washington and 
stay at home and study up on the tariff 
and other subjects for legislation. This 
course will be more profitable to their 
constituents at large and less disappoint- 
ing to them.

MER ENDED HER LIFE THIS MORNING. 


She Concealed Herself Until Her Brothers 
and Mether Had Left the House, and 
Then Took the Lenp, Closing the Cistern 
After Rer— Her Act Witnessed by a Little

— her act was despond- 
ency, due to domestic infelicity. She has 
been separated from her husband for nearly a 
year, and has a suit for divorce and alimony 
now pending in the Circuit Court. She hus 
been threatening to end her life for 
some time, and the discovery this 
morning that she had carried out her 
threats while, of course, a great shock to 
relatives and friends was not a surprise. This 
morning-when her mother and her two broth- 
ers arose they found that Annie was not in her 
room and became alarmed. The younger 
brother went to work, but the elder, witha 
friend, went in search of his sister. He had 
been gone a very short while when his 
mother went out to purchase some meat at 
the butcher shop. Sue had no sooner left than 
Annie, who had been in biding in the house, 
came forth from the kitchen doorand, walking 
direct to the cistern, only a few feet away, lifted 
up the lid, which was on hinges, sat down 
with her feet on the inside, and holding the 
door so that it would close as she let go, 
dropped herself in the water. While she was 
in asitting position on the brink of the cistern 
a little girl named Henrietta Packer, whose 
mother was engaged in doing some work for 
the family who live above the Wettroff, ob- 
served her from a porch and, divining her in- 


tention, screamed. Her mother, Mrs. 
Packer, came running out and the child in- 
formed her of what she had seen. 
THE ALARM 

was immediately given in the neighborhood 
and about a minute or two after the young 
woman had taken the leap John Roskoff had 
lifted the lid of the cistern and put a pole in 
for the drowning woman to catch. She either 
could not or would not accept the proferred 
aid. A ladder was then put down in the 
water and Roskoff, assisted by Charies Mess- 
ner, brought the body to the surface. There 
were still signs of life and Dr. Wil- 
cox, whose office is on Seventh street only 
afew doors below wherathe Wettroffs live, 
was summoned. Before he arrived, however, 
the last spark of life had departed. The body 
was laid on a cellar door and asheetand sack 
thrown over it. There it remained for more 
than an hour, and was gazed at by all the chil- 
dren in the neighborhood. 

About 1l o’clock the brother, who bad been 
hunting his sister, returned, and was in- 
formed that she had beenfound. He procured 
a stretcher and the body was carried into 
the parlor by a police officer, a woman 
neighbor, andthe twobrothers. The Coroner 
was notified, held an inquest and returned u 
verdict in accordance with the facts related. 

THE MARITAL TROUBLE 

which is supposed to have led to Mrs. Roe- 
mer’s suicide, dates from August 30, 1888. She 
was married to Roemer, who isa boss brick- 
layer, on May 27, 1882 and they continued to 
live together until August 30,of last year,when 
she alleges that he abandoned her, and re- 
fused thereafter to contribute to der 
support. Her divorce 
was term 
of court and in it she alleges besides abandon- 
ment and 1 to support that he took her 
household g 8 and wearing apparel and 
‘‘anpropriated them to his own use. She 
asked for a:reasonable amount of alimony 
pending the suit and after the settlement of 
the cause and a reasonable fee for her attorney 
be allowed her. On October 8 Roemer filed an 
answer in which he denies that he ever aban- 
doned his wife or neglected to support her. 
On October 1 the Court sustained a motion 
foralimony and issued an order to the defend- 
ant to deliver to the plaintiff her wearing ap- 
parei and to pay her $25 for attorney’sfees and 
$5 a week for support until the settlement of 
the suit. The case is still pending.

The Week Reviewed in Mercantile, Finan- 
: cial and Produce Circles. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTou. 

New Tonk. April 20.—Special telegrams to 
Bradstreet’s report moderate gains in the dis- 
tribution of staple goods at Baltimore, Kan- 
sas City and Pittsburg. At the first named 
city trade equals the volume of a year ago, 
and at Pittsburg fine weather has been the 
stimulus. At Kansas City there is an avtive 
demand for goods and for funds for use in 


Oklahomo. There isa good average business 
doing at Chicago, St. Louis and New Orleans. 
The outlook for wheat, cotton and corn is 

right. Mercantile collections have im- 

roved at Pittsburg, Detroit, Chicago, Burl- 
ngton, 88. Joseph aud New Or- 
leans. San Francisco has shipped 157,000 
du of wheat to Australia this year and ton- 
nage for 850,000 bu more has been engaged. 
Good Friday observances have curtailed the 
volume of business somewhat this week, and 
at New York the centennial inaugural cele- 
bration. will further check the volume of 
wholesale trade. Country produce and build- 
ing materials aremore active at New York 
with prices tending upward. Building Is act- 
Wo ‘and the demand for materials is 3080 per 
cent in excess of last year. Trade in furni- 
ture, machinery, naval stores, fruits, leather, 
rubber, paper, paper stock and cane is quiet. 
Liquor, pa nts, jewelry and boots and shoes 
are fairly active. Prices of furniture, naval 
stores and crude rubber tend downward, 

Stock speculation at New York has been dull 
and mostly of a professional character, with a 
downward tendency, owing in part to the 
coming centennial celebration. onds have 
advanced slightly. Money at New York re- 
mains easy. Call loans are 33 per ‘cent, 
and demand sterlingisfirm at 4.88% @4.89. 

Net railroad earning of eighty-seven com- 
panies for Februa aggregate $10,066,359, 
against $9,559,379 last yeur, an increase 
of 4.9 per cent. For two months ending 
February 28, eighty-six companies report net 
eurnings of $20,394,801, against $17,313,660 in 
1888, an increase of 17.9 per cent. 

Sugar {advices from pny sources are 
stronger and prices of raw are 87-160 
higher, holders of raw declining ‘contracts at 
current rates. Crop estimates are less en- 
couraging. Arrivais are 14,300 tons heavier 
this week. Stocks at the four dis- 
tributing ports of the United States are 
52,000 tons, against 144,800 tons a year ago. 
There was a heavy demand for refined early 
in the week, which was followed by a stiff ad- 
vance, amounting to he on the week. The 
vrice of sugar is declared to be not yet ab- 
normally high, the lastfew years of depres- 
sion having accustomed consumers toa less 
range of prices. Raw sugars are still below 
the average price offorty years. Granulated 
is 8%c at San Francisco and Size at New York. 

Coffee prices in speculative: lines have been 
fairly supported, although holiday observ- 
ances in Europe and at home have checked 
trade. Rio las unchanged onthe week. Job- 
bers are awaiting a revivalof demand from 
their customers. 

The breadstuffs market is weaker and lower. 
The trading in wheat is of smaller volume, 
and prices are off %c on increased stocks 
afloatand the unusually favorable Western 
crop outlook. Flour is weak in sympathy and 
prices areshaded. Indian corn forms an ex- 
ception, with an advance of l4con reduced 
offerings and a better foreign demand. Oats 
are M le lower with the West. Hog vroducts 
have hardened, partly with corn in the West, 
and lard is dearer. The exports of wheat 
(and flour as wheat) from both coasts this 
week equal 1,419,000 bu wheat, against 1,226, 000 
bu last week and 2,146,000 bu in the like week 
of 1888. 

The production of pig-iron is very heavy, 
and the fact that stocks are not accumulating 
or prices not declining openly is regarded by 
many as an encouraging feature. The demand 
for hardware, iron pipe, sheet iron and nails 
is said to be improving. Production and 
shipments of rails this year exceed those of 
1888 toa like date. Lake Superior copper is 
sold here atl4¥ec, but is likelytogoto the 
neighborhood of l2c during the summer. Con- 
sumption, bere and abroad, is small. The 
visible supply has gained 1,000 tons per week 
for the past fortnight. 

The price of petroleum has been hammered 
Gown about 6c per barre! this week by specu- 
lative dealers, many on account of the Stand- 
ard’s operations in the Ohio flela. 

Dry are in only moderate demand 
from commission men at New York and Bos- 
ton. Jobbers are doing the usual quiet be- 
tween seusons trade. Decorative goods are 
in free movement at New York. Cotton goods 
values are steady notwithstanding the light 
demand. Prices are low in view of the higher 
cost of the raw product. Stocksof prints are 
increasing and are in excess of a year ago. 

Raw wool is weaker, but unchanged on dull 
demand. The quantity of new wool received 
is not good, but is expected to improve. 
Holders are confident. 

Raw cotton is 5-l6c higher on a good demand. 
Shorts are covering on bullish Liverpool ad- 
vices and small visible stock.

GONE TO CANADA, 


The Sudden Disappearance of Mr. Downs, 
the Bankrupt Shirt Manufacturer.

NEW YORK, April 20.— Rumors were current 
inthe shirt trade yesterday that Daniel H. 
Downs, the senior partner in the insolvent 
firm of Downs & Finch, the head of the fancy 
shirt business of the country, had disappeared 
and goneto Canada. Creditors of the firm 
said they had not seen him since the failure, 
which occurred on April 5, and did not Enow 


his whereabouts. It was thought by some 
that he was keeping outof the way until the 
failure had quieted down. From inquiries 
made it appears that Mr. owns 
has been ubsent from the city 
at least ten days, and the last 
heard of him was that he had gone to Ocean 
Grove. N. J., where his father resides. The 
books of the firm of Downs & Finch are being 
examined by an expert.

MES. GENEVIEVE BERT ATTRACTS ATTEN- 
TION IN THE COURT-ROOM. 


Judge Klein’s Opinion ona Claim for the 
Exemption of Property as the Head of a 
Family—The Habeas Corpus Case of 
Cramer, Olden and Baker—Logal Notes. 


A motion for alimony in Jadge Withrow’s 
room attracted a good deal of attention. It 
was mace by Mrs.Genevieve Bert in her divoroe 
case against her husband, John H. Bert. Mrs. 
Bert is a very beautiful woman, and she com- 
manded much attention during the entire 
morning while she sat in the court-room and 
particularly when she took the stand. She 
said that she and her son were living with her 
father, and her husband not only failed to 
support ner, but he gave up his position in 
which he was making $1,200 a year so that she 


could not make him support her. Bert de- 
nied this, and said he left his position and 
went to r to take a position as a sales - 
man, but he did not like the territory in which 
he traveled and he gave it up. He returned 
bere and did nothing for some time; then he 
obtained a position with the Simmons Hard- 
ware Co., but he receives a salary of only $30 
amonth. Judge Withrow said he would con- 
sider what order he would make. 
HE DELAYED TOO LONG. 

Judge Klein overruled the motion of the 
Sheriff to modify the decree in case of Herman 
Gilbert against Henry Gilbert. Suit was 
brought by attachment against Henry Gilbert, 
then A. Frankenthal & Bro. came in and at- 
tached and the attachment of the intervening 
creditor was declared a — lein to the at- 
tachment of the plaintiff and Sheriff Harring- 
ton was ordered to apply the funds in his 
hands, being the net proceeds of the sale of 
the attached property towards the satisfac- 
tion of the lien of the attachment and 10 f. 
ment of A. Frankenthal & Bro. Henry Gil- 
bert, the defendant, made his claim for ex- 
emption asthe head of a family. The — 
tion ot the jurisdiction of the court was raised, 
but oy ‘(lein said it was not neccessary to 
inguire into the jurisdiction of the court, de- 
cause if the court has no jurisdiction the mo- 
tion should be overruled, and if it has juris- 
diction the motion should be overruled, be- 
cause defendant Henry Gilbert bas lost all 
right to claim the exemption he now claims in 
the property. The property attached by the 
Sheriff was sold overa year ago and the de- 
fendant has made no claim for it until the 
present time. The right must be exercised 
within a reasonable time. Judge Klein says it 
is evident thatthe plaintiff never intended to 
select any portion of this property as exempt, 
but to permit the same to be sold and applied 
to the payment of the claim of the plaintiff. 
If he had intended to claim it as exempt 
against the noving creditors whose attach- 
ment followed the plaintiff's attachment and 
whose attachment was levied subject to 
the plaintiff's attachment he should have ex- 
ercised his right toclaim the property as ex- 
empt long before thetedious litigation which 
has ensued upon this matter. It is too 
obvious to need any argument in support 
thereof that a delay of over a year in ciaim- 
ing exemptions under such circumstances 
must be treated as a waiver of a rigut on the 
part of the defendant. 

A DEFECTIVE PETITION. 

Judge Klein sustained the demurrer tothe 
second amended petition in the case of John 
Rooney against the Fruin-Bambrick Con- 
struction Co. Rooney states in his petition 
that he isthe ownet of a lot on Papin street, 
originally inuicated as a public highway; that 
the defendant owns the lots on either side of 
him, and under the pretense of a void ordin- 
ance, the defendant opened a quarry in the 
street and its lots und carried 
away the lateral support from the 
side of his lot. He complained 
that becauso of the careless work of the de- 
fendant his fences had fallen down, the soll 
fullen from his yard and in blasting large 
pieces of stone were projected against his 
house with such force that they cracked the 
walls. He asked for %,000 damages. The de- 
fendant demurred on account of the form of 
the petition and Judge Klein sustained the 
demurrer, saying that the plaintiff had joined 
in one count, contrary to the statutory proyi- 
sions, more than one cause of action, without 
stating them separately and without asking 
separate relief for each. 

THE HABEAS CORPUS CASE 
of Robert Cramer, Edward Olden and Louis 
Baker was argued before Judge Withrow by 
Thomas Harvey for the plaintiffs and 
Col. Bob Claiborne and Ford Smith for the 
defense. The information on which they are 
held is verified according to the requirements 
of section 19 of the act creating the Court 
of Criminal Correction which provides that a 
warrant for misdemeanor may be verified on 
‘*‘information and belief,’’ but the statute of 
the State says thatthe oath must be that the 
facts stated in the affidavit are true. The ap- 
peais in cases of misdemeanors have always 
gone to the Court of Appeals and 
there the verification according to in- 
formation and belief“ was sustuined, always, 
but recently the case of Charles Bennett, 
which, though a misdemeanor, involved a 
constitutional question, was taken to the 
Supreme Court, and about a month ago the 
Supreme Court handed down the opinion in 
which it held that no special form could be 
followed in St. Louis, which differed from 
the form used in other parts of the 
State. In the State it was necessary to swear 
to the truth of the information, and it is not 
permissible to file aninformation sworn to 
on information and belief in St. Louis. Mr. 
Harvey relied on this decision of the Supreme 
Court to support his petition, and Mr. Clat- 
borne and Mr. Smith stood on the rulings of 
the Court oft Appeals. Judge Withrow took 
the matter under advisement. 
THE ALEXANDER CASE. 

The jury returned a verdict in favor of the 
defendant in the case of B. H. Alexander 
against E. C. Tittman, Administrator of the 
estate of B. W. Alexander, deceased. The 
suit was on a note given by B. W. Alexander 
to B. H. Alexander for $5,000, payable at his 
death.

BOSTON’S CITY FATHERS. 


THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN PAY ST. LOUIS A 
FLYING VISIT. 


Inspecting the Electric Raitlroad—A Tour of 
the City—Who the Members of the Party 
Are—Much Pleased With St. Louis— 
The Boston Elections—A Talk With Mr, 
Peters. 


HE Board of Aldermen 
of the City of Boston 
arrived this morning 
from the East and 
stopped at the South- 
ern for breakfast, in 
preparation for a tour 
of the city and an in- 
vestigation of, the 
practical operat of 
the overhead electric 
wire system for street 
railroads. The sub- 
J % of electric roads 
is being actively agitated : Coston, and the 
Aldermen considered the matter of sufficient 
importance to warrant their taking a trip 
through the West to the principal cities where 
electric roads of any kind are in operation. 

Ihe party, consisting of Otis Eddy, Howard 
Rogers, Albert A. Folsom, Jessie M. Gove, 
Samuel Kelly, John A. McLaughlin, Jas. A. 
Murphy, William G. Reed, John C. Short, 
Charles W. Smith, Benjamin F. Stacy, William 
Power Wilson, A. H. Petersand W. F. Dick- 
Inson, started out from the hotel in carriages 
for the South St. Louis electric road, under 
the pllotage of James F. Durant. After giv- 
ing the road a thorough investigation the 
party visited the principal points of interest 
about the citv. They will leave to-night at 6 
o’clock for Detroit. 

Mr. A. H. Peters of the party said this morn- 
ing: We are simply looking up the mat- 
ter of electric roads and post- 
ing ourselves thoroughly upon cue 
subject. Besides this we, of course, 
accept any information we may run across 
concerning the matter of municipal gove-... 
ment. I have been told by some of my friends 
of the system adopted here, which is differ- 
ent in many points from that of Boston. 
There we have no Board of Public Works as 
you have here. That power is with the 
Board of Aldermen. Then again, our Board 


of Aldermen basa wider swing here than vour 
upper body. We can act independentiv in 
many matters anddo not have to consult the 
lower body, which now consists of seventy- 
two members. Of course theré are some 
matters in which the concurrence ofthe lower 
house is necessary. But take the matter of 
highways that is with the jurisdiction of the 
aldermen, bere it is with the Board of Public 
Improvements under the approvul of the up- 
per body. Our Board of Aldermen this year 
is two-thirds Republican and one-third Dem- 
ocratic, so that the Republicans hold the bal- 
ance of power. 

In regard tothe Washington celebration in 
the East, Mr. Peters said: ‘‘Boston will not 
do very much on that day. Of course we send 
a good representation to New York and have 
speeches and such about the historical places 
of which Boston isso proud, but nothing in 
the way of a general celebration will be had.

They could not 
be put out, because they are all decent fel- 
lows, but awful loungers. They buy a lunch, 
perhaps, in the middle ofthe day, and spend 
a few dollars now and then. They are the 
worry of the hotels, however, and it is due to 
them that there are no rotunda accommoda- 
tions either in Boston or New York. In reply 
to a question regarding the present Mayor of 
Boston, Mr. Peters sald: He is a Republi- 
can now. Mr. O’Brien, the last Mayor, was 
0 Democrat, and was a good one, 
having served alonger term than any of his 
predecessors excepting one. But, owing to 
the injudicious action of a number of his 
friends, he aroused the old New England 
spiritand all the Yankees came out strong. 
As a rule these people will not condescend to 
come down and vote with the people, but an 
occasion like the last election, when they get 
mad and stirred up, they all come out and 
vote with a vengeance. It is due to this that 
Mayor Hart was elected and Mr. O’Brien de- 
feated.’’

He was 
not in it after the sixth round. He weighed 
128 pounds and was seconded by Jim WMan- 
ning of St. Paul and ‘‘Jersey’’ Oollins. Hol- 
den weighed 118 pounds and was seconded by 
Jack Calla and a well-known club-man. 
Another aristocratic club-man was referee. 
Bittle wore maroon trunks and canvas 
shoes. Holden was clad in black 
worsted drawers, Aa red sash and 
black fighting shoes, laced half-way to the 
knee. Skin-tight gloves were used. The 
men entered the ring at 6:30 o’clock. In the 
first round there was considerable sparring. 
Both led at the same time, but Holden ducked 
and cross-countered on Bittle’s jaw. A mo- 
ment later the St. Paul man landed on Holden’s 
jaw. Calla offered $100even on Holden, but 
found no takers. 

Both men came up warily for the second 
round, evidently sizing each otherup. Holden 
feinted for Bittle’s stomach with his left, and 
then landed a halfswing with terrific force on 
his opponent’s jaw, bring him to his knees. 
First Knock down and first blood went to 
Holden. 

Holden used up his left in the third round. 
He again feinted with his left and then let it 
go for the jaw. Bittle ducked and caught the 
blow on the head. The foree of the blow 
broke a bone in Holden’s hand and during the 
remainder of the round Bittle played a tattoo 
on the Chicagoan’s stomach and ribs. 

Bittle made things very lively for Tommy in 
the fourth, His seconds were quick to observe 
that the latter’s band was in bad shape, and 
instructed their man to knock out the Chica- 
goan. Holden received several forceful 
thumps on the body, but just as the round 
was closing he landed hisright with amazing 
force on Bittie’s stomach and again the St. 
Paul lad went to the floor. 

In the fifth, sixth and seventh rounds there 
was bard fighting, the battle being a give and 
take affair. Holden had a shade the better 
of it. 

Odds of $100 to $80 were offered on Holden as 
the men cameup fortheeighth round.

Bittle came up for the ninth very groggy, 
but wore asad smile. ‘‘Why don’t you whip 
me?’’ he remarked to Holden. ‘*Your 
seconds will have nothing to do 
after this round,” replied Tommy. 
Holden got in a corker on the jaw 
with his injured hand, then another with the 


right on the body and executed a clean knock- 
out with hisleft. This blow also landed on 
the jaw and ittooktwenty minutes to bring 
Bittie intO form.

The tangle in the Mellon lot, southwest cor- 
ner of Fourth and Locust, is on the eve of so- 
lution at last.
